High voter turnout 
predicted tomorrow 
as campaigns end 


For all practical purposes, political 
ampaigns of 1976 are over and can- 
lidates for office now anxiously sit back 
o await the results of polling which 
>egins tomorrow at 7 a.m. and concludes 
it 8 p.m. 
Despite nationwide polls that predict a 
ight turnout of voters for a variety of 
•easons. county voting officials are 
predicting that the polls will be wrong. 
Spirited races for supervisor in the first 
and fourth districts, a disputed race for 
superior court judge and highly con­ 
troversial propositions are expected to 
draw 80 per cent of the Santa Barbara 
County voters, according to election of­ 
ficials 
Election headquarters will be in the 
Lompoc county building, 401 E. Cypress 
Avenue. Electronic counting of ballots is 
expected to bryrt results early. 
For voters of the fourth supervisorial 
district, all eyes are on the race between 
Robert Hedlund and Robert C Lilley for 
the four year term . Hedlund, un­ 
employed educator and former Lompoc 
teacher, outpolled all five candidates in 
the primary election but faced the run­ 
off with Lilley. 
The race has been a heated one with 
strong overtones of growth versus no­ 
growth issues 
Lilley, former county 
planning commissioner and owner of a 
real estate and insurance firm, calls for 
immediate augmentation of the State 
Project water to the area to insure the 
viability of agricultural interests and 
controlled urban development Hedlund 
strongly advocates the complete study 
and analysis of all alternative water 
sources before any State Project water 
implementation. 
In the last week of the campaign, a 
publication called Probe written and 
printed in the Goleta area as a supple­ 
ment to the Santa Barbara News and 
Review newspaper, has been widely cir­ 
culated in the area containing an article 
that insinuates conflict of interest 
charges against Lilley and present 
Supervisor Francis Beattie and local 
banks and a savings and loan institution. 
Lilley termed the article “malicious 
and defamatory’’ and declared the ac­ 
cusations “false.” He called for an in­ 
vestigation by the Attorney General and 
expected to have a civil action for 
defamation on file. 
Hedlund has strongly disclaimed any 
connection with the publication or dis­ 
tribution 
Local political observers are terming 
the Lilley-Hedlund race “too close to 
call.” 
Another highly spirited contest in­ 
volves the race between Presiding 
Superior Court Judge Floyd Dodson and 
Bruce Dodds, a county counsel. Dodson 
is being attacked by his opponent as 
“arrogant” while Dodson is running on a 
record of ‘court efficiency ” It is the 
first superior court judge election con­ 
test in county history. 


These two races have overshadowed 
other contests in the district where 
voters are being asked to choose a con­ 
gressman, a State assemblyman and two 
members of the Lompoc Hospital 
District board of directors.

In the hospital race, incumbent Ray 
Down is seeking his second term and Dr. 
Barry Coughlin is seeking a full-term 
after being appointed to the board to fill 
the unexpired term of former director 
Harold Thompson 
Howard Whitaker, 
owner of a medical equipment supply 
firm, is the third candidate. 
Incumbent 
Congressman 
Robert 
Lagomarsino, a Republican, is being 
challenged by Dan Sisson, a teacher, 
writer and historian from Santa Bar­ 
bara. Lagomarsino has been campaign­ 
ing on his accomplishments during his 
first full term as a congressman citing 
his participation in a strong national 
defense and hitting at the abuses of 
power such as in the Nixon administra­ 
tion. Sisson attacks his opponent calling 
for a “trim” defense budget in times of 
domestic strife and charges that the in­ 
terests of senior citizens have been 
neglected. 
Democratic Assemblyman Gary Hart 
is being challenged after his first full 
two-year term in Sacramento by Ray 
Saucedo. a Republican teacher from 
Santa Barbara. Hart, also a former 
teacher, cites his accomplishments in 
the field of educational legislation and 
his cosponsorship of Proposition 2 on the 
ballot calling for a multimillion dollar 
bond issue to purchase state coastal and 
historical lands. Saucedo’s campaign 
was highlighted by his firm stand for 
property tax reform. 
In the Santa Ynez Valley, a spirited 
race for judicial district judge and for 
three seats on the board of directors of 
the Solvang Municipal Improvement 
District highlight the election. 
Zel Canter and Rick Brown, attorneys, 
are contesting for the judgeship They 
face each other in the runoff after edging 
Solvang attorney Ed Norstrand in the 
June primary. 
The five running for the three SMID 
posts are incumbents Fred Bates and 
Thomas Nielsen, Anthony Parks, Ernest 
Christensen and Robert Knoble. 


There is a single Santa Barbara County 
proposition on the ballot called Proposi­ 
tion A. The proposition seeks to permit 
the filling of employe positions on the 
basis of completion of a training 
program in lieu of competitive examina­ 
tion. The board of supervisors approved 
the measure for the ballot on the basis 
that it would open county employment to 
persons who have not had equal advan­ 
tage, be it language, economic or 
educational. Opponents to the measure 
say that approval would allow for 
persons high up on the employment lad­ 
der to be selected for promotion purely 
through favoritism

President Ford and Jimmy Carter ex­ 
pressed election-eve confidence today 
that months of campaigning will pay off 
with a four-year term in the White 
House. A variety of pollsters said the 
race is a virtual dead heat. 
Ford told a campaign rally in North 
Canton, Ohio that he is ‘‘very op­ 
timistic” about his election chances. 
In S acram en to, C alif., C arter 
acknowledged that the contest is ex­ 
tremely tight, but said he anticipates a 
victory. 
“From all the polls and analyses, it’s 
going to be very close,” Carter told a 
breakfast crowd of 500 Democratic 
workers. “I feel very deeply that we, 
together, tomorrow, are going to win.” 
Ford decided to spend his final day of 
campaigning in Ohio and his home state 
of Michigan. Both states are considered 
crucial. 
Carter was concentrating on California 
and its 45 electoral votes. He was 
scheduled to fly to Flint, Mich., before 
heading home to Plains, Ga., to await the 
outcome of the election. 
Six thousand enthusiastic supporters 
were on hand at the Akron-Canton Air­ 
port to greet the President at his first 
campaign stop today. 
The President gave a speech proclaim­ 
ing he has restored dignity to the White 
House, turned the economy from reces­ 
sion to recovery, cut inflation to more 
than half, presided over the return of 
peace and deserves a full four years in 
the White House. 
Ford arranged to fly to Columbus for 
another rally on the state Capitol 
grounds. Following his address there, he 
was to go to Michigan and campaign in 
suburban Detroit and then end his cam­ 
paign with a homecoming parade and 
rally in his home town of Grand Rapids. 


Carter began the final day of his cam­ 
paign in the California capital. 


“It’s been a long time since the first 
day I campaigned, which also was here 
in Sacramento at your state conven­ 
tion,” Carter told the party breakfast 


“This election tomorrow is about one 
word and that word is leadership ... I 
think it's accurate to say Mr. Ford is no 
leader,” Carter said, predicting a vic­ 
tory at the polls. 


In Philadelphia, Walter Mondale, 
Carter’s running mate, said the only poll 
that counts is the tally of the election 
results and he expects Carter to carry 
enough northeastern states to beat Ford 


With Philadelphia Mayor Frank Rizzo 
at his side vowing to deliver a substantial 
majority 
in 
Philadelphia, 
Mondale 
blamed the recent gains in strength by 
the President on his incumbency. Mon­ 
dale said it is extremely difficult to un­ 
seat a sitting president even when he has 
been appointed, not elected. 


“If Congressman Ford were running 
against Governor Carter, we’d be 20 
points ahead right now,” Mondale said. 
“The only poll that really counts is 
tomorrow. That apathy they’ve been 
advertising isn’t there.” 
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TO A LOT of voters, tomorrow’s ballot may look like the above — a big question 
mark - but candidates are hoping it isn’t Polls open at 7 a m. tomorrow and close at

Art Scott in last-minute 
endorsement of Lilley 


Art Scott, former mayor of Lompoc 
who did not survive the five-person race 
for Fourth District supervisor in the 
primary election in June, today endorsed 
Robert C. Lilley for the post in Tuesday’s 
General Election. 
Scott said he had intended to remain 
silent on the supervisor’s race through 
election day, but “Recent events sur­ 
rounding the distribution of the Isla Vista 
newspaper ‘Probe' in our area have 
caused me to change my decision and 
take a public stand.” 
“My disagreements with (Lilley,)” 
said Scott, “were and continue to be 
philosophical or policy differences 
There was never any question as to Bob 
Lilley’s honesty, integrity or concern for 


his community.” 
Scott said he resented the attempt of a 
“a radical Isla Vista organization” to in­ 
fluence the Fourth District supervisorial 
election. 
“Not only are the allegations and in­ 
nuendos contained in ‘Probe’ totally in­ 
flammatory but untrue as well,” Scott 
said. 
He said his most serious concern is the 
“obvious power play” of south county in­ 
terests “at the expense of us in the 
Fourth District ” He concluded, “I en­ 
dorse Bob Lilley’s candidacy and 
respectfully ask for support from voters 
who feel we have the right to elect our 
own officials without this kind of outside 
interference ” 


Carter abhors 
church's ban 
on blacks 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) — Jimmy 
Carter, on the last day of his campaign 
and trailing for the first time in a 
national poll, said today he abhorred his 
home church's exclusion of blacks but 
would remain in it to try to eliminate dis­ 
crimination 


Carter also charged that the crisis in 
the Baptist church he attends in Plains, 
Ga., was “politically inspired” as “a 
deliberate effort to force the issue ’ and 
embarrass him just before the election. 


Carter called a news conference here 
to speak out on the issue a day after the 
church canceled services when a black 
minister, the Rev. Clennon King, who 
had applied for membership, tried to join 
the worshipers. The church deacons 
refused to grant him entry after voting to 
affirm a 1965 resolution barring blacks 
and what they called civil rights 
agitators. 


Carter repeatedly pointed out that 
King is a Republican, not a Baptist and 
not a resident of Plains Carter said he 
was “very sad” about the incident and 
that “it’s a possibility” the incident 
could hurt his campaign. 


But he said, “I can’t resign from the 
human race because of discrimination 
and I can’t resign from my own church 
because of discrimination.”

Instead, he said, It would be best for 
him to stay within the church and try to 
change an attitude I abhor ” Carter said 
he would go home and “do all I can 
within the church” to get the situation 
resolved and “eliminate this last vestige 
of discrimination ”

Lompoc City Council has a relatively 
mild agenda for its meeting on Wednes­ 
day, but advance indications are that the 
meeting will be anything but mild 
The meeting, bumped from its usual 
Tuesday schedule by the General Elec­ 
tion. will begin at 7:30 p.m. in council 
chambers at City Hall, 119 W. Walnut

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Not on the agenda but expected to 
come up during the Oral Communica­ 
tions portion of the meeting is the 
presentation of petitions containing 
some 3,200 signatures of persons opposed 
to a proposed pilot project for a new rub 
bish collection system. 
Councilman Charles Ward had in­ 
dicated earlier that he intends to move 
for a reconsideration of the council's ac­ 
tion taken in September to inaugurate a 
four-month trial for the one-man rubbish 
collection system requiring the place­ 
ment of 200-gallon containers in alleys to 
be shared by every four households For 
homes without alleys, the city would 
provide 90-gallon containers to the in­ 
dividual residences to be placed curbside 
on collection days. 
Ward, who was the lone dissenting vote 
at the September meeting, said he was 
going to seek the council turn-around in 
the face of the great public opposition 
that has developed to the project, as in­ 
dicated by the number of signatures on 
the petitions. 
He advised today, however, that the 
outcome of the matter is not a foregone 
conclusion and that those opposed to the 
rubbish system should turn out in lsrge 
numbers to back up their petitions. 
The petitions are expected to be sub­ 
mitted to the council by Eddie S. Dahle 
who has spearheaded the citizen opposi­ 


tion to the new collection plan, which 
city officials have recommended as an 
economy move to cope with the rising 
costs of rubbish pickup. 
Another item that has generated some 
controversy may be ready for considera­ 
tion on Wednesday. It is a report by a 
special committee appointed last week 
to look into possible alternate sites for a 
racquetball facility which had been ear­ 
marked for a 10,000-square foot site in 
Ryon Park. 
The proposal, for which a lease 
already had been negotiated subject to 
council approval, was derailed at a joint 
meeting between the council and the 
Parks and Recreation Commission last 
week when Councilmen Ward and Joe 
Valencia led an effort to get the facility 
sited in a different location 
The special committee — consisting of 
Ward, Councilwoman Charlotte Benton 
and Parks and Recreation Commis­ 
sioners Mike Siminski and Connie Stef­ 
fen - was to look into alternate loca­ 
tions, including city property behind the 
library and a county site behind Lompoc 
Shopping Center. 
While the item has been placed on the 
agenda for report, there was some ques­ 
tion today as to whether details for an 
alternate proposal could be worked out 
in time for Wednesday’s meeting. 
Another item that could have sparked 
some controversy is expected to be con­ 
tinued on Wednesday to the November 18 
meeting of the council. 
This is a scheduled public hearing at 
which property owners could voice 
objections to construction of a sidewalk 
on the east side of U Street between 
Ocean and Hickory under the 1911 Act. 
Because s revised “notice to con­ 
struct” had not been posted and mailed 
in time to meet the 10-day legal notice 


requirement, the public works depart­ 
ment is recommending the delay 
Other matters up for council con­ 
sideration Wednesday: 
-Agreement with CalTrans to revise 
the traffic signals at Ocean and H at a 
cost of $9,600 to the city

Fourth District Supervisorial 
candidate Robert C. Lilley to­ 
day issued a legal demand for 
retraction for what he termed 
“a libelous publication by the 
Santa Barbara N ew s and 
Review.” 
The cited material was a 
four-page supplement to the 
publication entitled “Probe” 
which appeared on October 22. 
Lilley said, “The entire article 
is grossly libelous at it applies 
to me. All statements contained 
therein concerning conflict of 
interest, machine politics, cor­ 
ruption and financial interest in 
official decision-making as they 
apply to me are completely 
false and a reckless disregard 
for the truth.” 
Last week, Lilley said he 
would ask the State Attorney 
General’s office to investigate 
the Probe article to determine 
whether it falls within the 
category of criminal defama­ 
tion. 
Today’s demand for retrac­ 
tion was made under Section 
48a of the Civil Code of the State 
of California as the first step in 
a civil libel action. 
In his demand, Lilley said, 
“Such grossly libelous and false 
statements include, but are not 
limited to, the following: 
“Page 1: ‘Corrupion in Lom­ 
poc? The L ille y -B e a ttie 
Conflict of Interest Machine.’ 
“ Page 1: In dark black 
border on the first page, there 
appears an apparent official 
document. Toward the bottom 
are the words, ‘Construction 
loan on Tract 11,329 rezoned in 
1971 by Lompoc Savings and 
Loan treasurer Beattie and 
stockholder Lilley.”’ 
“Page 2: ‘Lilley Sr. helped 
with the early zoning actions 
sought by the company.” 
“ Page 2: Under the title 
‘General Plan Change’ it in­ 
dicates that I had a financial in­ 
terest in the rezoning decision 
in May, 1971. Since I had no 
financial interest or conflict of

United Press International 
The 1976 presidential election 
is too close to call. A U PI sur­ 
vey in the last week of the cam­ 
paign found Jimmy Carter with 
a big electoral vote lead over 
President Ford, but 50 short of 
victory with the outcome hang­ 
ing on major states rated a tos- 
sup. 
The 50-state survey found 
Carter shy of the 270 electoral 
votes needed to win the 
presidency Tuesday, but with a 
112 vote lead over Ford. The 
results. 
— Carter: 220 electoral votes 
in 18 states and the District of 
Columbia. 
— Foni : 108 electoral votes 
in 16 states. 
—Too close to call: 210 elec­ 
toral votes in 16 states. 
The survey found Carter 
narrowly ahead in New York 
and Texas, and Ford leading sl­ 
ightly in Ohio. 
But California, Pennsylvania, 
Illinois and Michigan, the only 
other states with more than 20 
electoral votes, were in the tos- 
sup category. 
If the two men run as close as 
expected in those states, the 
election could end with a small 
popular vote margin and a big 
electoral vote plurality for the 


winner. That is because all of a 
state’s electoral votes go to the 
candidate with the largest pop­ 
ular vote, no matter how slim 
the margin. 
U P I’s midcampaign survey a 
month ago gave Carter 332 elec­ 
toral votes, but showed the 
former Georgia governor slip­ 
ping in a number of states. 
That slippage was reflected 
in the final survey, with several 
key states put into the Carter 
column by only narrow mar­ 
gins.

BONN, West Germany (U PI) 
— The shah of Iran says his 
country needs an oil price in­ 
crease of at least 15 per cent to 
offset inflation. 
“ We are forced to demand an 
oil price increase because our 
purchasing power has dropped 
nearly 40 per cent since the last 
oil price hike in 1974,“ the shah 
said in an interview published 
Sunday in the Welt am Sonntag 
newspaper.

Raymond A. Wegmann, direc­ 
tor of the archdiocesan 
cemeteries. 
Most old New Orleans 
fam ilies own above-ground 
mausoleums resembling minia­ 
ture townhouses, where their 
ancestors are entombed and 
where present family members 
someday will be buried. 
The tombs, some over six feet 
high, can accommodate a half 


dozen bodies or more. The re­ 
mains eventually decay mak­ 
ing room for the entombment of 
the next generation.

LONDON (U PI) - An 
American research submarine 
recovered a supersecret Pho­ 
enix missile from the bottom of 
the Atlantic, ending fears the 
Soviet Union might seize one of 
the West's most sophisticated 
and deadly weapons. 
The U.S. Navy announced 
Sunday that a salvage fleet bat­ 
tled heaving seas and icy 
waters to secure the $371,000 
Phoenix missile Saturday, but 
said it still had not recovered 
the Tomcat F14 plane that 
carried the missile. 
It said the recovery task 
force was studying new plans to 
salvage the warplane, which 
has been located on the ocean 
floor about 100 miles north of 
Scotland’s Orkney Islands. 


Hearing site 
sought for 
war criminal 


NEW BRITAIN. Conn (UPI) 
— The Immigration and Natu­ 
ralization Service is looking for 
a place to hold a deportation 
hearing involving an alleged 
World War II war criminal. 
The hearing had been set for 
a Common Pleas courtroom, 
but fears of demonstrations and 
massive news coverage led to 
withdrawal of the space, ac­ 
cording to Chief Judge Roman 
J Lexton 
He said Saturday the hear­ 
ings could cause disruption of 
the Police Department and 
other courts in the same 
building as the proposed hear­ 
ings on deporting Bruno 
Kammskas of Hartford, 
Kaminskas is accused by the 
Justice Department Oct. 13 of 
taking part in the mass shooting 
of 600 Jews and 60 children dur­ 
ing the war. 


The plane toppled from the 
deck of the aircraft carrier USS 
John F Kennedy Sept. 14 dur­ 
ing NATO exercises. The mis­ 
sile apparently jarred loose 
from the Tomcat’s wing. 
Soviet spy ships shadowing 
the NATO exercise witnessed 
the plane’s plunge into the sea. 
and there were fears that Soviet 
recovery vessels might try to 
pull it out first and learn the 
details of one of America’s 
most secret weapons. 
The nuclear-powered re­ 
search submarine NR1 seized 
the 13-foot missile with a grap­ 
pling arm and hauled it from 
1.900 feet of water to the sur­ 
face. Divers then attached 
straps to allow it to be hauled 
aboard 
“The missile was reported in­ 
tact with only light damage,” 
the Navy announcement said. 
Two earlier attempts to lift 
the plane failed when heavy 
seas snapped cables being used 
to pull it to the surface. 
Waves as high as 20 feet 
hampered the recovery of plane 
and missile. Currents had 
shifted the aircraft about 3 
miles from where it originally 
sank 
The Phoenix is one of the 
world's most sophisticated and 
deadly mobile weapons sys­ 
tems 
It enables the F14 to 
track as many as 24 targets at 
the same time and to fire mis­ 
siles at as many as six within 
the space of a fo,v seconds. In 
tests, it has scored kills on 
targets up to 110 miles from 
launch point. 
It is the only deployed U S 
aircraft believed capable of 
matching the Mach3 Soviet 
Foxbat. one of which fell into 
Western hands when a Russian 
pilot defected to Japan last 
month.

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Court faces ruling on 
death penalty case juries 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
Supreme Court upheld the 
death penalty last July. Now it 
faces a ruling on whether con* 
scientious objectors to capital 
punishment can be excluded 
from juries. 
A major factor in the death 
ruling was allowing some jury 
discretion, which the plurality 
called “a link between contem­ 
porary community values and 
the penal system.” 
Opponents of the death 
penalty now want the justices 
to rule whether the link to com­ 
munity values is broken when 
those who object to capital 
punishment are excluded from 
the jury. 
The question is raised by a 
half-dozen capital punishment 
appeals from Florida and 
Georgia. The court has yet to 
act on any of them and, until it 
does, some persons sentenced 
to death may be able to stay 
their executions. 
Not all Death How inmates 
would be aided by a favorable 
ruling, since in many cases no 


prospective jurors had reserva­ 
tions about the death penalty. 
But some could be spared. 
The death penalty laws of 
Florida, Georgia and Texas 
were upheld because they gave 
a jury the power to decide, 
within statutory guidelines, 
whether a crim e was so 
aggravated the penalty should 
be death. 
The plurality opinion by 
Justices Potter Stewart, Louis 
F. Powell Jr. and John Paul 
Stevens quoted from a 1988 
decision limiting exclusion 
from juries of persons with 
reservations about capital 
punishment. 
It said: “Jury sentencing has 
been considered desirable in 
capital cases in order ‘to main­ 
tain a link between con­ 
temporary community values 
and the penal system’ — a link 
without which the determina­ 
tion of punishment could hardly 
reflect ‘the evolving standards 
of decency that mark the 
progress of a maturing socie­ 
ty.”’ 
Much of that language comes 


from Witherspoon v. Illinois In 
that case, the court said people 
who merely express reserva­ 
tions about the death penalty 
cannot be excluded from jury 
service unless they reveal 
stronger scruples which would 
prevent them from convicting a 
defendant no matter how much 
evidence of guilt. 
The Legal Defense Fund of 
the NAACP is banking on that 
decision, which came after the 
last execution in this country, 
to save the lives of some of the 
nearly 200 persons on death 
rows in Florida, Georgia and 
Texas alone. 
It argues that in many cases 
trial courts did not sufficiently 
question jurors to determine 
how deep were their feelings 
against the death penalty. 
Since various polls show op­ 
position to the death penalty 
ranges from 40 to 60 per cent of 
the population, the LDF argues 
that excluding abolitionists 
from juries breaks the com­ 
munity link to the penal 
system, which Witherspoon 
found so vital. 


America's witches say vibration

NEW YORK (UPI) - The rest of us may rely on polls, but 
America’s witches say their vibrations tell them Jimmy 
Carter will win Tuesday by a small but decisive margin. 
And they add a shocker — that Carter will ask Secretary of 
State Henry A. Kissinger to stay on the job in the new ad­ 
ministration. 
The witches’ projections of the presidential election out­ 
come — and certain other events — were released this week 
by the New York Center for the Strange. 
The center by its own account is “a nonprofit institution 
involved, basically, in research.” It conducted a nationwide 
survey of 275 witches, and found, in addition to the Carter 
win and the Kissinr^r angle, these other predictions for next 
year: 
— Experts will announce a cure for an “embarrassing” 
disease. 
— China will be rocked by a major sex scandal. 
— There will be shortages of prunes, training bras, 
electric guitars and escargot. 
— Three well-known TV newscasters will be asked to star 
in an X-rated musical comedy and one will accept.

Adams said mailmen had 
“told me they just didn’t want 
to deliver” the discarded mail. 
He said he had seen literature 
for AuCoin, State Rep. Pat 
W hiting, D-Tigard, and 
Margaret Feather, Republican

Northwest Portland in the dis­ 
card bins. He said five hampers 
of cam paign m ail were 
destroyed earlier and es­ 
timated the number of pieces at

George Miller was chosen the king and 
his wife Mary, the queen to reign over 
the feast and entertainment at a 
medieval dinner in Bunratty Castle 
(Ireland) on his birthday October 5. Din­ 
ner guests ate with only the help of 
a knife and their fingers, drank soup 
from the bowl. Spare ribs, chicken, str­ 
ing beans, carrots, mushrooms, potatoes 
and fruit comprised the menu, followed 
by pudding served in a wooden bowl. 
Wine of course, accompanied the meal. 
Costumed waiters and waitresses 
served. Musical entertainment included 
violin and harp selections and “ ladies of 
the court’’ sang Irish folk songs. Mead 
and coffee were served later in another 
room. The role of royalty was a delight­ 
ful birthday surprise for Miller. 
The couple celebrated Mary’s birthday 
three days later while visiting a friend, 
Anne Thomas, living in a 300-year-old 
house in the village of Yestradyynlais. 
Going back to Dublin, then to Cardiff, 
Wales the day following George’s birth­ 
day celebration, they rented a car and 
drove to Swansea. They had hoped to find 
Anne’s place but were unsuccessful. 
Instead they found a hotel on the 
waterfront — “ unbelievable” says Mary, 
“ but darling.” The bar was at the back 
of the house and three blocks away was a 
gorgeous restaurant. There was no heat 
in their hotel room, and they nearly 
froze. 
On Thursday, they took off again for 
Anne’s village, met all her relatives, had 
dinner with Anne and David Smith. At 
the home of her sister Nellie, they had 
tea and scones and Mary was given an 
antique shoe pincushion. The visitors sl­ 
ept that night in a featherbed. 
The day of Mary s birthday, Anne gave 
her a plaque to hang with copper swans, 
and an old, old pitcher. 
Mary and George left in their car for 
the Cardiff Airport with intention of fly­ 
ing back to London. Surprise! There 
were no planes to London, so back they 
drove and took a fast train (125 miles an 
hour) reaching their destination in less 
than two hours. They found a suite at the 
Hilton. 
The Millers’ entire trip was an exciting 
adventure, starting with their fervent 
desire to fly with the Concorde. A trip to 
Lompoc Travel Center, a talk with Viola 
Kistle, and a week later they were on 
their way. They are first in this area to 
book such a trip. They now hold an of­ 
ficial certificate from Air France 
testifying to their crossing the sound 
barrier Sept. 20, 1976, and welcoming 
them to “ the exclusive society of super­ 
sonic travel.” 
From Santa Barbara, they flew to 
Washington, D.C. Riding out of the air­ 
port there on the boarding shuttle bus, 
excitement ran high, says Mary. 
Everyone was straining to see “ TH E” 
plane. One short glimpse was all they 
could see before they were walking into 
the plane to their seats. Rolling out on 
the take-off runway was smooth and the 
actual take-off hardly noticeable. One 
had to be looking out of the window to 
know. 
There is no noticeable difference in 
flight as the 
plane goes through the 
barrier with the extra thrust of speed, 
just smooth all the way up and down. 
It was 12:45 home time as they left. 
Champagne was served and by 1:25 they 
just broke sound. The windows were iced 
up and it was 15 below outside at 60,000 
feet altitude. Lunch was served at 2:30 
o’clock with super food and drinks. By 
3:30 it was turning dark outside. They 


arrived in Paris at 4:35, by Paris time, 
10:50. A bus into Paris, then a cab to the 
Hotel de France et Chasicul. 
On their first day, the Millers went to 
the top of the Eiffel Tower, visited Notre 
Dame, had coffee at an outside cafe, and 
that night went to the famous Lido for 
dinner and the show. On Wednesday, 
they moved to the Concorde Hotel, 
visited the Louvre, Louis XIV Castle, 
saw the Mona Lisa and pictures by De 
Veniche. 
It was “ old home week” as they met 
Ed and Cleo Diaz for an excellent French 
dinner and a drive around the city. It 
rained during the night. 
The following day, they rode the 
Metro, went to the art gallery to see 
painting by Van Gogh and Monet. On a 
delightful bus tour they were taken to the 
old parts of Paris, the Place of Bastille, 
Arch of Triumph, Garden Camp de 
Mas, Military Academy, the president’s 
home, and through the fashion center, a 
Bohemian Village at Montmartre, again 
saw the Eiffel Tower and Louvre. It was 
super food and drink as they dined 
aboard a boat traveling down the Seine. 
Taking a train to London, they saw 
quarries of diatomaceous earth (like 
celete) passed coal mines, a river and 
shipping yards, observed com and sugar 
beet crops. There was a hazy ground fog. 
At Amieno they stopped for 10 minutes 
and went through two tunnels, saw peo­ 
ple fishing, and many small vegetable 
gardens. (The government rents land for 
gardens to the poor.) 
Near Abbeville they 
saw many 
pastures, cattle, a military cemetery, 
government high-rise apartment next to 
old homes Washing hung out the win­ 
dows in the government housing area 
and there was no place.for children to 
play. 


At Boulogne, the train stopped and 
went on a huge ferry for a foggy trip 
across the channel. There was first 
another passport inspection and a turn­ 
ing back of time one hour Finally aboard 
the train again to London, the Millers sat 
with a couple who offered much in­ 
teresting information on the countryside. 
It was very foggy as the couple stood in 
line with their luggage for an hour before 
getting a cab to their hotel and six hotel 
stops before they reached the right ad­ 
dress 
At the Park Lane across the park from 
the palace, they walked across the 
following day to observe the changing of 
the guard, took pictures of the Queen 
Elizabeth statue. Lunch was in a pub 
around and up Shepherd Street where the 
floors were of wood. They heard and saw 
the Town Crier (in costume) took a cab 
to the Tower of London and saw the 
crown jewels. One jewel in the Sword of 
Africa is 530 carats. 


At the Savoy Theater that night, they 
saw Robert Morley in “ Banana Ridge,” 
which they voted as “ so-so.” 


On Sunday, they took a boat ride down 
the Thames, saw Big Ben, the first 
London theater built for children (Mer­ 
maid), a big battleship HMS Belfast, a 
Cutty Sark ship, many old and in­ 
teresting buildings, and visited 
Greenwich, 


They stood in line lVfa hours at the 
Military Museum to see 1776 Centennial 
honoring the United States, then were 
back on the boat at 5:30 p.m. Dinner was 
down a back street, Tiddy Dols, a 
beautiful below street cafe with “ great 


food.” A girl played the auto harp and all 
were dressed in old time costumes. 


Monday they took a British air shuttle 
to Edienburgh and after much difficulty 
found a room in the North British Hotel. 
It had three beds, a superbath (huge tub) 
and 20 foot ceilings. At dinner a special 
program of Scottish dancers entertained 
— all girls who chose men from the 
audience to j^oin them in the dance 


Visibility Tuesday was one third of a 
block and the weather was damp and 
cold They took a taxi to castles and 
museums, then a bus tour of Old Town 
Edinburg, an area where there was 
volcanic action about 300 million years 
ago, saw beautiful and really interesting 
old buildings and stores. Back at the 
hotel they met a U.S. Navy man 
stationed at the Atomic Substation 
nearby. They went to see “ Black 
Mikado” which they so disliked they left 
halfway through. 


Glasgow, an industrial city with just 
under one million people, was the next to 
explore, then Rotherglenn, Clyde Tun­ 
nel. Queen's Park Avenue of Trees They 
flew to Dublin in hard rain, stayed at 
Hotel Royal Hibernian, bought tickets to 
Shannon, a castle tour, and to Abbey 
Theater. Trinity College, the Duke of 
Wellington Museum, Christ Church (900 
years old) the Old City Wall (240 A.D.) 
the largest park in the world (1,760 
acres) and the zoo — all these were 
visited in addition to a Franciscan mon- 
stary built in 1200. 


Next came George’s birthday surprise 
at Bunratty Castle and the days to follow 
with friends. Again in London, they 
visited Piccadilly Theater, saw the John 
Kennedy Memorial, Magna Carta Island, 
Harrod’s Store. Hampton Court. Henrv 
V III Castle, Westminister Abbey, 
Houses of Parlimanet, the Adelphi 
Theater. 
On October 12, they left by British Air 
Concorde for the return to Washington 
(three and a half hours time.) Hie 
weather was clear and at 4 p.m. they 
could see Nova Scotia and the Cape Code 
shoreline Long Island, and Kennedy Air­ 
port were plainly visible. On the follow­ 
ing day, the Lompocans toured DC., 
went to Arlington Cemetery, went 
through the Space Building, and to the 
Kennedy Opera House. A cab next day to 
Mt. Vernon, then back to Washington, 
where they went through the Senate and 
House of Representative rooms, the 
capitol. Supreme Court and saw the Lin­ 
coln Memorial. Taking United next day 
to Los Angeles, they flew back to Los 
Angeles, on to Santa Barbara and home. 


“ A truly delightful trip and a really 
great plane, says Mary. “ We believe the 
Concorde will be the air transportation 
of the future.”

The bargaining teams met for 
nine hours on Saturday and 
again for five hours Sunday. A 
meeting' planned to start this 
morning could last into the late 
evening and lengthy sessions 
will be the rule in the remaining 
five days, UAW Vice President 
Douglas A. Fraser said. 
While reporting some “minor 
progress," Fraser, head of the 
union bargaining team, said 
none of the major contract is­ 
sues have been resolved. He 
said th e union h as m et 
"resistance” in four areas — 
s e n io r ity , 
g rie v a n c e 
procedures, representation and 
skilled trades. He also said dis­ 
cussion on a controversial fifth 
issue — demoting supervisors 
into union jobs during slack 
sales periods — hasn’t yet been 
discussed. 
“ But if we can begin to bring 
the issues into focus starting to­ 
day. we’ll have plenty of time to 
avoid a strike,” Fraser said. 
A w alkout by C h ry sler 
workers at 6 p.m. Friday would 
be the second auto industry 
strike this year. Workers at 
Ford Motor Co. plants were off 
the job for 28 days before a con­ 
tract, which set the pattern for 
the industry, was agreed. 
The major difference is the 
9.000 salaried workers the union 
bargains for at Chrysler. It is 
the only major group of auto in­ 
dustry white-collar workers 
represented by the UAW. 
The salaried workers could 
strike even if there is agree­ 
ment on a national contract for 
the 109,000 production workers 
and their walkout could curtail 
Chrysler operations in a week. 
Local strikes could plague 
Chrysler even if a national 
agreement is reached, since 
only four of 69 production 
bargaining units and 12 of 136 
salaried units have settled local 
issues.

The com­ 
mittee recommended that the 
present County Civil Service 
Ordinance be ammended so 
that individuals who participate 
in recognised county training 
programs may be transitioned 
into regular county employ­ 
ment.

Secondly, many of these 
trainees are minorities and 
women. If the exam require­ 
ments were waived, the county 
would be able to make better 
progress with its Affirmative 
Action plan which is mandated 
by law. They would also save 
the cost of training new 
employees when trained ones 
are already on the job. 
Proposition A would not 
require any department to hire 
a trainee from a county 
program, but would rather give 
them that option.

for entry level positions.

Anyone who has ever run for 
a political office of con­ 
sequence knows the last week 
of the campaign is the most 
fraught with danger and the 
one most likely to produce a 
“bombshell.” 
A bombshell in this context 
is that piece of information 
concerning a candidate which 
is so damaging as to effective­ 
ly take him out of the running. 
The truth in the information is 
of little consequence since the 
timing of the release of the in­ 
formation allows little or no 
time for adequate and effec­ 
tive response. Richard Nixon 
used the bombshell technique 
to eliminate Ed Muskie from 
the running in 1972, so political 
opponents are not above its 
use. 
Bob Lilley, candidate for 
Fourth District Supervisor, is 
currently experiencing just 
such a bombshell in his cam­ 
paign for that office.

I have long maintained that it 
is amoral conflict of interest 
for those in real estate and its 
allied interests to be able to 
vote on land use planning. Now 
along come the editors of 
“Probe" to carry that “moral 
conflict-of-interest” idea even 
further and charge that it is 
also illegal. They seem to have 
connected the economic lives of 
two of our officials with many 
controversial land use deci­ 
sions 
Of course these are serious 
charges, but they need to see 
the light of day and if, as Mr. 
Lilley states “None of those 
things are true,” he has no 
reason to be upset. But the fact 
is is that realtors are guilty of 
at least a moral conflict of in­ 
terest when they vote for 
development and they should

49ers, Vikings upset by Cards, Bears

Lions 17, Packers 6:

Monte Clark must have been wondering when the San 
Francisco 49ers became a charitable organization. 
Here were his 49ers, the hottest team in the National Foot­ 
ball League for the past month and ranked No. 1 in defense, 
absolutely handing a game to the St. Louis Cardinals. 
San Francisco blunders led to 10 Cardinal points Sunday, 
including the winning 21-yard field goal by Jim Bakken eight 
minutes into overtime as St. Louis ended the 49ers’ winning 
streak at five games with a 23-20 victory. 
Bakken's clutch kick also ruined a three-touchdown, 194- 
yard performance by the 49ers’ Delvin Williams and plunged 
San Francisco into second place in the NFC West, a half- 
game behind Los Angeles. 
The victory was set up when the 49ers’ Anthony Leonard 
fumbled a punt and Steve Jones recovered for the Cards at 
the San Francisco 42. Jim Otis gained 38 yards in six carries 
to the four before Bakken hit his winning kick. 
“ It’s not automatic by any stretch of the imagination.” 
Bakken said of the 21-yard kick. “ Maybe it looks that way 
but you can never be certain. I was confident and maybe a 
bit anxious, but not nervous.” 
The victory kept the Cardinals in the thick of the NFC 
Eastern Division race with a 62 record and the loss dropped 
the 49ers to second place in the West with a similar 6-2 
record. 
Clark also watched Steve Mike-Mayer of the 49ers, who 
had 10 straight field goals entering the game, go wide on two 
second-half attempts, including a 23-yarder with two 
minutes left. 
The Cardinals tied the game, 20-20, on a 77-yard TD pass 
from Jim Hart to Mel Gray with just over eight minutes to 
go. Bakken’s extra point attempt was blocked St. Louis also 
scored on a 23-yard pass from Hart to Terry Metcalf with 37 


seconds left in the third quarter but Jim Plunkett put the 
49ers back ahead 20-14 just two minutes kter. 
Plunkett passed 16 yards to Jim Lash and then hit him 
again for 43 yards to the one. Williams took it over two plays 
later for his third TD. 
Clark must have sensed it was going to be one of those days 
after the way the 49ers bungled the opening kickofL 
Leonard and Paul Hofer were deep. Each thought the other 
was taking the kickoff and raced downfield to block, leaving 
the ball behind at the eight. St. Louis recovered and three 
plays later, Hart threw the first of three TD passes, a nine 
yarder to J.V. Cain.

The Lompoc Braves beat the Arroyo 
Grande Eagles 28-12 Friday night 
without even using their number-one of­ 
fensive weapon — ball control. 
It was Lompoc’s sixth straight win. 
The Eagles ran 52 scrimmage plays to 
Lompoc’s 38 and racked up nine first 
downs to the Braves’ eight. In fact, the 
tempo of the game seemed to sway away 
from the solid ground game the Braves 
have established. 
Calvin Boler, who rushed for 221 yards 
against San Luis last week, picked up 
only 97 this week. The Eagles outgained 
Lompoc on the ground 189 to 147. 
How did Lompoc win? 
The Braves’ passing game came alive 
for the first time this season, as they 
picked up 116 vards through the air, com­ 
pared to the 78 they had for the first two 
games combined. 
“ We take what the defense gives us.”

Dismays European allies 


On the right by William F. Buckley 
Al Smith Night 


Jimmy Carter did not wish to attend 
the annual dinner at the Waldorf Astoria 
in tribute to the memory of Al Smith but 
agreed, finally, to do so only after being 
persuaded by his advisers that here was 
probably the single invitation the disdain 
of which could hurt him deeply. I live in 
fear and trembling that Jimmy Carter 
will be elected Presi­ 
dent in virtue of the 
word having got out 
that when A rthur 
Schlesinger Jr. wrote 
volunteering to serve 
as a speechwriter, he 
got back from Carter a 
form letter advising 
him to apply to the 
nearest Carter-for- 
President office. That 
grand gesture of indif­ 
ference to the most 
overbearing liberal 
ideologue in the 
United States may 
very well go down as 
the equivalent of John 
F Kennedy's famous 
telephone call to the imprisoned 
Reverend M artin Luther King. 
“Anybody who rejects Arthur by form 
letter is my candidate” is the impulse 
that has lifted Carter’s lead from two to 
six points, never mind the official ex- 
t 
lanaüon that it resulted from Mr. 
ord’s Polish joke But Jimmy Carter s 
nerve failed him when it came to turning 
down the Al Smith Dinner. 
He was even a little frightened to go, 
and some of the guests were a little 
frightened to have him come. Both 
Carter and some of his friends feared the 
possibility that there might be some 
scattered boos by the predominantly ( by 
no m eans exclusively) Catholic 
audience Carter’s position on abortion is 
more variously conjugated than French 
irregular verbs One adviser counseled 
him to make references to James 
Farley, a conspicuous presence at the Al 
Smith Dinners until his recent death. 
Carter did as he was told, and more — 
a lot more He spoke for 20 minutes, 
twice as long as the speech earlier in the 
evening by President Ford, and devoted 
a great amount of that time comparing 
Al Smith to, well, himself. (Both had 
been governor of a state, both were 
criticized for their religion, both were 
mocked for their accents, both ran 
against a nice guy whose running mate 
was a senator from Kansas, both their 
opponents said prosperity was just 
around the corner ...) And so it went. 
Reminding one of the Devil’s Dictionary, 
which defines admiration as one’s polite 
recognition of other people’s similarity 
to oneself The 2,000 people present to 
cherish the memory of Al Smith were in­ 
vited to deduce that Al Smith was rein­ 
carnated in - Jimmy Carter. 
But for all this, Carter spoke well. HU 
speech was graceful, well delivered, and 
felicitously phrased. The nervousness 
dissipated as he moved along, and he 
received a warm, if less than ardent, 
reception 
Mr. Ford also spoke well. HU notes 
look something like an orchestral score, 
so carefully have his assistants indicated 
where he U to make an emphasU, where 
to raise, where to lower his voice. HU 
improvement as an orator during the 
past few months U remarkable. And he 


maintained in his speeches enough 
references to hU responsibilities to re­ 
mind those whose attention wandered 
ihat he was, after all, the President of 
the United States. He was, as he put it, 
“running the country and the campaign 
at the same time.” 
He made a reference possibly oblique 
enough not to disturb the pro-abortion 
vote, but palpable enough to please the 
anti-abortionists, when he spoke of the 
“dignity of human life,” a phrase which 
in the abstract would alienate only B.F. 
Skinner. The tough-minded, experienced 
daU of judges, generals, politicians, and 
superstars, was clearly impressed If 
you are going to deliver a bad speech, 
that is a bad audience to deliver it in 
front of. 
The occasion U impressive. Although 
it is indeed preeminently Catholic, the 
money raised is dUtributed with iron im- 
partiality among Christian and Jewish 
enterprises. It is something of a 
handshake proferred annually by 
Catholics, to Jews, and the dinner 
chairman, Charles Silver, irradiates the 
general good feeling. The patron is of 
course the Cardinal of New York, 
Terence Cooke whose charm lies in his 
difference, and in his obstinate political 
neutrality. 
No one U invited to that dinner in order 
to be ambushed (In 196«, the guests 
were President Johnson, and presiden­ 
tial contenders Nixon and Humphrey.) 
The atmosphere is genuinely convivUl. 
and one finds oneself, surveying all those 
faces, sensing all those little and great 
magnetic fields, responding to an eclec­ 
tic humor liberated by a transcendent 
piety, serene, as one is seldom permit­ 
ted to be these days, at the remarkable 
concinmty of America. 


WASHINGTON — There is only one 
word to convey the reaction in Western 
Europe, where I have just been, to our 
presidential campaign. It is dismay. The 
question most often heard is whether 
either Jimmy Carter or Gerald Ford is 
capable of leading the United States 
through the next four difficult years. 
The Europeans may 
have thesemlves, as in 
the instance of Britain 
and Italy, made a 
mess of their own af­ 
fairs. But they look to 
the United States to 
show the way to 
stability and a resolu­ 
tion of the problems 
plaguing the world. 
TTie longer the cam­ 
paign goes on the 
more dismayed are 
many of America’s 
old est frien d s in 
Europe. The Ford 
bombshell on Eastern 
Europe seemed to be 
the climax. 
The only relief comes with the fact 
that the campaign is nearing an end. 
After all. it has gone on for nearly a year 
during which time it has been almost im­ 
possible, with the stalemate between 
Congress and the President, to see any 
firm direction in American policy. 
Both candidates have demagogued 
such vital issues as the sovereignty of 
the Panama Canal in language that must 
have tickled Ronald Reagan who in the 
primaries initiated the clamor over con­ 
trol of the Canal Zone. On a nuclear 
agreement over offensive weapons, 
President Ford threw in some inac­ 
curacies that will surely in the future 
make compromise more difficult. 
The major questions this country faces 
in the months just ahead — unemploy­ 
ment, the huge deficits, the growing 
burden of armaments on each side of the 
great divide — have been largely ig­ 
nored. Or they have been treated as 
debating points to be scored off the oppo­ 
nent. In short, it has become a game of 
punch and poke and, if Ford has come 
charging out of the rose garden bellow­ 
ing like the bull of Bashan, he has the ex­ 
cuse of provacation by his rival. 


mal televised conference in many weeks, 
the President seemed to this observer to 
score points. That was thanks in part to 
the questions put to him. They tended to 
be of the “have you stopped beating your 
wife?" type. 
Attacking Carter for downgrading the 
position of the United States in the 
world, he is likely to have found a sym­ 
pathetic audience. One of the sad con­ 
sequences of the campaign is the attack 
and counter-attack on American 
strength or lack of it. Tliis can give 
satisfaction only to America’s adver­ 
saries, while spreading disquiet among 
those who are our friends. 
The crux of the matter, it seems to me, 
is this. We know Gerald Ford, we know 


what he has been throughout his entire 
career in W ashington. That is a 
Republican conservative from Grand 
Rapids, Mich. He has deviated from that 
position only when pushed to extremes, 
as in his primary contest with Reagan 
when he was more conservative than he 
would otherwise have been. 
Except in the broadest generalities, 
we do not know Jimmy Carter. He is a 
prime example of the quadrennial guess­ 
ing game. What a presidential candidate 
says in the campaign seems to have little 
relevance to what he does once he is in 
the White House. 
Franklin Roosevelt, in his first run in 
1932. campaigned as a conservative. He 


called for a balanced budget and 
denounced Herbert Hoover as a big 
spender. Pressures on the candidate to 
declare his objectives seem to be the 
only remedy and this time those pres­ 
sure have been singularly ineffective. 
Carter, too, has called for a balanced 
budget, although he has given no clue as 
to how he might achieve it. 
One thing should be an immediate goal 
in January. That is to find a way to 
shorten presidential campaigns with 
restrictions on the primaries that 
generate so much heat and so little light. 
We simply cannot afford every fourth 
year to fall into the quagmire of partisan 
politics to the exclusion of almost 
everything else.

To 
answer critics, one 
must know 10 state­ 
ments related to each 
component. For exam­ 
ple, society, you could 
pick permissiveness in 
our basic institutions, 
parental coddling of 
children or emphasis 
on women's liberation. 
For teachers, you 
could say they have 
less love for children, 
teach less effectively or prepare less 
adequately. For curriculum, it would be 
neglects the basic skills, stresses 
modem subjects, relies on inferior text­ 
books and for students, less motivation, 
more negative toward school, less in- 


terested in competition. 
So here is how one would answer a 
criticism of declining test scores. 'Hie 
statements relating to the components 
are in capital letters. 
“ Newton, why are test scores 
declining?"

CONCERN FOR THE RIGHTS OF 
MINORITIES (mention employment of 
women, pressure from Blacks, etc 
This in turn causes teachers to USE 
AIDES MORE FREQUENTLY (quote 
‘facts’ to shew that aides can’t teach). 
As a result, the curriculum of the school 
IS MEDIOCRE AT BEST (explain the 
pressure to make things easy so aides 
can have jobs). This has a tremendous 
effect on students. They are, therefore.

Most of the LETTERS TO THE 
EDITOR over the past few weeks have 
been in opposition to the proposed Gar­ 
bage Collection System, being con­ 
sidered by the City Council of Lompoc. I 
was in agreement with these letters of 
protest about changing the “status quo” 
on our garbage collection system, until 1 
saw a film showing this system in opera­ 
tion. 
One of the main reasons many people 
have been against the new type of collec­ 
tion is they were under the impression 
that the large rectangular-shaped 
“monster” would be sitting between two 
homes and this would have to be pushed 
out onto the street once a week. Not 
true! 
Residents having no alley for a 


truck to drive down, would each receive 
an attractive plastic garbage container 
(with wheels no less) that would be set 
out for pickup on the days the garbage 
truck was to pick it up. I only wish we 
were fortunate enough to be one of the 
families to be involved in the pilot 
program. 
At the present time, over half of the 
garbage cans in our city have no top or 
lid. 
This has resulted because of the 
wind carrying the tops down the street or 
the garbage collection men accidently 
throwing away the lids during garbage 
collection, etc. With the new system, the 
city would maintain these containers and 
they would always have covered con­ 
tainers. 
Furthermore, over a 10 year 
period of time, the savings to the City of 
Lompoc would be in access of 640,000 per 
year. This is due, to my understanding, 
to the financing of such a program, the 
reduction of manpower needed to collect 
the garbage. 
I sincerely hope that all civic groups 
and interested individuals will contact 
Mr Brightwell so that you will at least 
have all the facts before opposing the 
new system. I commend our City Coun­ 
cil for having the courage to set up a 
pilot program on this project and I’m 
quite sure that once the pilot program is 
completed, the residents will then see 
that this new program will improve the 
looks of our city immensly! 
If we all sit back and gripe about 
changing the “status quo” , Just because 
we are afraid of even considering a 
change for the better, then the end result 
would be a 100 percent increase in the 
cost of garbage collection to each 
homeowner in the City of Lompoc.

Children, or anyone (and the 
Village has lots of bike traffic) riding in 
these lanes, must turn out into the 
auto/truck/bus/motorcycle lane to get 
around the many cars parked in and fill­ 
ing up the bicycle’s only path 
There is no reason why auto parking 
should be allowed in these lanes. Every 
business establishment fronting on 
Constellation Blvd has ample off street 
parking.

Campaign's first smear 


It has been up until now a cleanly fought political campaign in 
this area. However, this has changed with a last-minute, scurrilous 
attack on Bob Lilley, one of the candidates in Supervisorial Distnct

The allegations made against Lilley is an attempt to show that 
the candidate, who is also an 11-year county planning board member 
as well as a Realtor, was guilty of a conflict of interest because a 
development was financed by a Lompoc savings and loan firm of 
which Lilley is a stockholder—one of an estimated 500 such 
stocldhoidl6i*s 
Appearing on the front page of the Probe is a copy of a deed of 
trust between the developer and the lender and appended to the bot­ 
tom are the words “Construction loan on Tract 11,329 rezoned in 1971 
by Lompoc Savings and Loan—treasurer Beattie and stockholder 
Lilley.“ There is no doubt that the line was spaced so as to trick 
readers into believing that the rezoning was by the savings and loan 
firm and not the two individuals. 
But we submit, when did it become wrong for a firm, licensed 
both by the state and federal governments, to transact business with 
a developer? This has become an issue only by inuendo. 
And the broader question is why a publication that lies solely 
within the domain of Supervisorial Distnct 5 (Santo Barbara anden- 
virons) is insinuating itself into the politics of District 4? Could itБе 
that its smear is intended Б " aid Lillev’s opppnent-a man wnore 
views are more closely aligned with the no-growth policy prevalent 
in Santa Barbara?

Anyone who has ever run for 
a political office of con­ 
sequence knows the last week 
of the campaign is the most 
fraught with danger and the 
one most likely to produce a 
“bombshell.” 
A bombshell in this context 
is that piece of information 
concerning a candidate which 
is so damaging as to effective­ 
ly take him out of the running. 
The truth in the information is 
of little consequence since the 
timing of the release of the in­ 
formation allows little or no 
time for adequate and effec­ 
tive response. Richard Nixon 
used the bombshell technique 
to eliminate Ed Muskie from 
the running in 1972, so political 
opponents are not above its 
use. 
Bob Lilley, candidate for 
Fourth District Supervisor, is 
currently experiencing just 
such a bombshell in his cam­ 
paign for that office. 
Under the auspices of

newspaper, Lilley has been ac­ 
cused of extensive conflicts of 
interest in the conduct of his 
planning commissioner’s job.
